more than 525,000. 


The figures cover a seven- 
month period ending Jan. 25 
and represent casualties re- 
ported to have been inflicted 
by all branches of the United 
Nations forces. 


North Korean casualties were 
put at 390,548, including 254,- 
000 killed and wounded and 
136,548 prisoners of war. Loss- 
es by the Chinese Communists, 
who entered the fighting in 
November, were estimated at 
134,616, including 134,000 
killed and wounded and 616 
prisoners.

U.S. WANTS TD SEE 
SHIPS IT LENT RUSSIA 


Acheson Sends Formal Note 
After New Deadlock on 
Lend-Lease Debt. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (UP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
has asked Moscow for permission 
to send United States representa- 
tives to Russia to examine lend- 
lease vessels, it was disclosed to- 


the United States Government be 


ieabie we to examine all unserv- 


iceable vessels in order to deter- 
mine ... (their) ultimate disposi- 


tidn.” 

The United States is asking 
Russia to pay $800,000,000 in set- 
tlement of a wartime account of 
$10,800,000,000. Russia is report- 
edly to have made a “final offer” 
of $240,000,000. 

Officials said Russian repre- 
sentatives have refused to discuss 
return of the ships, insisting their 
government wants to buy the ves- 
sels. They include 87 merchant 
ships. The United States refuses 
to sell them unless the Russians 
settle their over-all lend-lease 
account. 

These developments were made 
public here after the Russian 


day. newspaper Pravda accused the 


United States of trying to sabo- 
tage the talks. The paper said 
Britain was given a better deal 
than that offered Russia. State 


State Department officials de- 
nied this. They said Moscow is 
being asked to pay the $800,- 
000,000 for $2,600,000,000 in sup- 
plies—about 30 cents on the dol- 
lar. They said Britain paid $472,- 
000,000 for $780,000,000 in equip- 
ment—about 60 cents on the dol- 
lar.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
The reciprocal trade program was 
approved for a three-year exten- 
sion in the House late yesterday, 
but only after the adoption of 
four Administration - opposed 
amendments. 

Under the program the Govern- 
ment cuts tariffs in return for 
trade concessions from foreign 
nations. The extension bill now 
goes to the Senate, where Admin- 
istration men are expected. to 
fight to kill the restrictions. 


The House passage, by voice 


| vote, came after the Democratic 
‘jJeadership had been decisively 


beaten by a record vote of 225 to 
168 in the adoption of the Republi- 


vision designed to protect Ameri- 
‘can industries. 

| Under the peril-point clause,

Football Hall of Fame 


Must Solve This One. 

HE newly organized Foot- 
ball Hall of Fame will have 
numerous problems to solve, 
when it takes up the matter of 
what persons and what develop- 
ments shou'd be stressed in the 
perpetuation of the game’s 
great names and the mileposts 
«they established. . . . The sport 
has passed through more than 
one radical change during its 
development, proper credit for 
which may provoke heated con- 
troversy. 

Also almost a century of 
change, especially as to the 
rules and conditions under 
which players competed, will 
tend to make selection of all- 
time greats difficult.

This was brought to our at- 
tention by a letter from Ed- 
ward B. Cochems, regarded in 
this city as the No. 1 pioneer 
of the forward pass as it is used 
today. ... Cochems, in the 
course of his commentary on 
the Football Hall of Fame’s 
problems, wondered if St. Louis 
University’s part in the  for- 
ward pass picture “would con- 
tinue to be overlooked” by the 
majority of commentators.

Rate High Recognition. 
ESPITE the fact that St. 
Louis University was little 
recognized in athletic circles 

as an important factor in foot- 
ball and other sports in 1906, 
when the forward pass first be- 
came legal, there isn’t the least 
doubt that due credit should be 
given to both the school and its 
coach. 

There was in St. Louis no 
huge battery of metropolitan 
newspapers, backed by several 
national news services, such as 
existed then and today, in New 
York, Chicago and other cen- 
ters, to beat the tom-toms for 
St. Louis University. It got lit- 
tle credit from the outside press 
during the incubation and 
hatching of the forward pass. 

But it all happened, as often 
told, that the forward pass of 
today was in full operation in 
major games here in St. Louis 
from the first day of the first 
season of the new forward pass 
rule. . . . This writer reported 
the games played here during 
the Cochems regime and we 
Saw powerful teams like Iowa, 
Nebraska (it had tied Minnesota 
previously during the season) 
and elevens of comparable note 
defeated by incredible scores.

ROME, Feb. 8 (UP) — Italian 
Communist Boss Palmiro Togliat- 
ti will leave Moscow and return 


‘to Rome before the end of the 
‘month to quell a growing revolt 


in Communist party ranks 
touched off by resignations of 
party leaders, informed sources 
said today. 

Three more high-ranking Ital- 
ian reds announced their resigna- 


‘tions from the party yesterday. 
Two other officials and numerous 


less important members have re- 
signed in the last two weeks. 


Togliatti, who las been in Mos- | 


cow for two months for “reasons 
of health,” has kept close touch 
on the recent developments by 
regular telephone calls. Informed 
sources said he now feels the 
situation is getting «ut of hand. 

The latest to. quit the party 
were Riccardo Cocconi, a war- 
time partisan hero and president 


of the Reggio Emilia co-opera- 
tives; Sculptor Sarti Vignoli, pro- 
fessor of fine arts at Bologna 
Academy, and Giuseppe Rusco, 
Mayor of Alice Belcoile, in Pied- 
mont, 

Previously Communist Deputies 
Valdo Magnani and Aldo Cucchi, 
also wartime partisan heroes, an- 
nounced their -resignations to 
touch off the revolt. 

Vignoli, in resigning, tore up 
his 1951 membership card be- 
fore the entire Bologna Commu- 
nist cell. Cocconi published a 
letter sent to the Communist 
party in which he said recent ex- 
periences showed him “the futil- 
ity of a discussion within the 
party where they are no political 
and democratic discussions but 
only intimidations.” 

Rusco sent telegrams to Mag- 
nani and Cucchi backing their 
stand against Soviet directives. 
He accused the party of intimida- 
tion of members who disagreed 


'with Moscow’s official party line. 


Some newspapers predicted 
Magnani and Cucchi

County Valuation. 

For St. Louis county the valua-

cent over 1949. The 1950 total 
included $59,516,190 for farm 
land, $265,571,800 for real estate 
in cities and towns, $67,254,490 
for tangible personal property,

The tax commission totals do 
not include the value of intang- 
ible personal property such as 
bonds, mortgages, notes and simi- 
lar property.

The assessed valuation of 
merchants and manufacturers,

munities in the American Bot- 
toms, such as Alton, Granite City, 
Madison, Venice and East St.

In the communities now served 
with combined sewers, the urgent 
need is for relief sewers. 

“Even in these city areas there 
still remain sections where no 
sewerage facilities have been pro- 
vided. Outside the incorporated 
areas, scattered, dense develop- 
ments have occurred, which 
have no. systems of _ sanitary 
sewerage. Examples are Nameoki 
(now a part of Granite City), 
Mitchell, Brooklyn, Alorton, 
Rosemont and Cahokia. Health 
conditions in these and other 
areas are further endangered be- 
cause in a number of these lo- 
calities the water supplies are ob- 
tained from shallow wells. 


Problem of Level Area. 

“Since the American Bottoms 
is a relatively level, flat area, it 
is not practical or economical to 
provide a series of sewage treat- 
ment plants with collecting sys- 
tems of sewers, as the effluent 
from the treatment plants would 
have to be carried long distances 
for satisfactory disposal. Dis- 
charge of treated sewage into the 
natural lakes cannot be permitted. 
For these areas now developing 
adjacent to the larger cities, 
where combined sewerage facili- 
ties exist, it is possible to con- 
struct sanitary sewerage systems 
and pump the sewage into the ex- 
isting combined sewerage net- 
work. The additional sanitary 
flow will not create a problem 
within the existing sewered areas. 

“The major problem concerns 
areas which must be provided 
with sanitary sewers and which 
cannot arrange connections 
the existing sewerage systems. In 
these areas it will be necessary 
to build trunk sewers and install 
lift stations—pumps—at intervals 
to carry the sanitary sewerage 
flow to outlets at the Mississippi 
river. 

“A master plan of such sanitary 
trunk sewer facilities should be 
developed throughout the po- 
tential developed area as soon as 
possible. Delays in providing such 
a plan will only result in further 
scattered development without 
satisfactory sanitation and will re- 
sult in further increasing the 
costs when it later becomes neces- 
sary to construct such facilities 
througlr intensively built-up dis- 
tricts, residential, commercial and 
industrial.” '

The Federal Reserve System, 
contends that it also 


one essential way to fight it is by 
curtailing bank credit. Its offi- 
cials hold that they need a flex- 
ible policy on Government bond 
purchases in order to curtail bank 
credit most effectively. They 
want to maintain an “orderly” 
market in Government securities, 
they say, but not a pegged mar- 
ket, 

If left to their own devices, 
Reserve officials would probably 
permit some low-yielding Govern- 
ment issues—not all—to decline 
gently in price. A 1% per cent 
security at a price of 90 yields 
more return to the investor than 
the same security at a price of 
100, hence becomes a more attrac- 
tive investment. 

Why does Federal Reserve want 
to manipulate the bond market in 
this way? Federal Reserve an- 
swers that its buying and selling 
of Government bonds acts as a 
delicate instrument for controlling 
the volume of bank credit, which 
is virtually the same thing as con- 
trolling the money supply, which 
in turn is vital if prices are to be 
kept from going through the roof. 

Creation of Money by Credit. 

Commercial banks _ create 
money, in effect, by lending it. 
Moreover, a loan by one bank 
creates a base for loans by other 


the | 


|banks. Experts say that a $1000 
‘loan by one bank can account for 
a total credit expansion of as 
much as $5000 or $6000. 

This wondrous process stems 
from the fact that money does not 
stick to anybody’s fingers very 
much. A business man who bor- 
rows from a bank takes the loan 
in the form of an addition to the 
balance in his account. He writes 
a check on it. The check goes 
into the account of somebody else, 
say at another bank. Bank No. 
2 thereby acquires assets which 
expand its own power to lend. 
When it makes a loan on this new 


posit and may lend part of that. 
'And so on. 

Federal Reserve says it can cur- 
tail this process at the point of 
greatest leverage—the first loan 
—by letting the interest yield on 
some Government securities slow- 
ly rise. It says a somewhat 
higher yield would induce com- 
mercial banks to hold more Gov- 
ernments, rather than sell them 
\for the purpose of making loans. 
Snyder Disputes Theory. 


He argues, in effect, that banks 
will make loans as long as there 
is a demand for loans. He says 
small changes in the _ interest 
yield will not curtail credit sub- 
stantially, since a banker could 


always earn more by lending to 
commercial borrowers than by 
holding Government securities. 
He says the real effect would be 
merely to increase bank earnings. 
To which his opponents reply that 
excess profits taxes will siphon 
any excess earnings back to the 
Treasury anyhow. 

It all makes for a fine-spun 
monetary controversy. One thing 
seems, certain. If bank credit is 
not curtailed by Federal Reserve's 
manipulation of the Government 
bond market it will have to be 
curtailed by other means. Marri- 
ner S. Eccles, Federal Reserve 
Board member and former chair- 
man, the chief spokesman for the 
higher-interest-yield theory, told 
Congress that if the Treasury has 
its way one alternative may have 
to be a further increase of re- 
serve requirements. 


Member banks now must keep 
in reserve one-seventh to one- 
fourth of their demand deposits. 
Except for a few special cases, re- 
serve requirements are now as 
high as they can go without fur- 
ther authorization of Congress. 

There has been talk of estab- 
lishing some sort of special re- 
serve requirement to cut down 
banks’ lendable funds. Federal 
Reserve regards this method of 
credit curtailment as clumsy and 
bludgeon-like. It hits all mem- 
ber banks alike, whether they are 
lending too much or not, and does 
not hit non-member banks af all. 
Non-members—some state banks 
—account for only 15 per cent of 
the banking business, but they 
might prove to be a hole in the 
anti-inflation dike unless Con- 
gress also applied special reserve 
requirements to them. 

In any event Congress. will 
probably have to settle the dis- 
pute some way.

President Loyal to 
Friends, Neglects 
Job of Improving 
Staff.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8. 
N a few short weeks of 1948 bv 
[an unrivaled display of persona: 
courage, Harry S. Truman re- 
stored his sadly battered prestige 
and re-elected himself President 
of the United States. 


Now, little more than two years 
later, a fresh crop of troubles 
pouring upon his official family 
is again reducing his stature at a 
time crucial for him and for the 
country. The luster of his aston- 
ishing victory had served for a 
time to conceal the fact that he 
was shirking the job of improving 
his staff whose deficiencies so 
largely contributed to his earlier 
troubles. 

Harry Truman has a fanatical 
loyalty to his friends. He hates 
unpleasantness. Nor does he ap- 
pear capable of detachment in 
his personal relations. 


Cronies Cause Trouble. 

So the “palace guard” of Truman 
survives to get their 
savior i..to trouble again on a 
wide front. It is not only that 
they are doing things they ought 
not to do. Their failures of in- 
telligence consistently put the 
President into unfortunate situa- 
tions that the merest modicum of 
foresight would enable him to 
avoid. 


A Senate subcommittee which 
has been exposing grave weak- 
nesses in the Reconstruction {i- 
nance Corporation charges that 
White House aid Donald Dawson 
“apparently exercised consider- 
able influence over certain direc- 
tors of the RFC.”

Thousands of St. Louis working 
women are without proper housing, and 
must endure the unpleasant and humil- 
jiating facilities provided by cheap ho- 
tels and boarding houses. Although 
small efficiency apartments have been 
erected for those supposedly in the 
*“moderate” income brackets, rents are 
placed at a ceiling few, if any, work- 
ing women can afford. 

Women earning an average of $40 a 
week cannot live in apartments rent- 
ing for $95 to $135 a month.

Will They Pick Hacks? 


Gov. Smith uses excellent judgment in setting 
March 9 as the date of the special election to 
fill the vacancy in the national House of Repre- 
sentatives caused by the death of the late Con- 
gressman John B. Sullivan of St. Louis. 

Since this’ date coincides with the city pri- 
mary, the special election in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict can be held without cost to the increas- 
ingly hard-pressed taxpayers. 

Since the date is a month away that is plenty 
of time for candidates to be nominated by the 
party committees and a short, spirited campaign 
to be held. Also the date is close enough that 
the more than 300,000 residents of the district 
will not go unrepresented for long in the House 
in these critical days. | 

What remains to be seen now is how well the 
appropriate members of the party committees, 
which are charged by Missouri law with making 
‘nominations in such a situation, will do their 
work. Will they do theirs as well as Gov. Smith 
has done his? 

There are two main considerations. First and 
foremost is the quality of the representation 

‘which the district will have in the lower branch 
of Congress. 

As we said before his death and since as well, 
Mr. Sullivan was an able and progressive law- 
maker who compiled an excellent record in his 
years in Washington. He should be followed by 
as good a man as the voters of the district can 
put in his place. 

A second consideration is the fact that the 
race to fill this vacancy will attract national 
attention. 

Mr. Sullivan’s death is the first to occur in 
the Eighty-second Congress. Naturally political 
observers all over the country will watch to see 
what happens in the first special election. They 
will be all the more eager since it is President 
Truman’s home state. They will try to see 
whether the Administration is stronger or 
weaker than it was last November. 

If the Republican and Democratic organiza- 
tions nominate able candidates then this contest 
will measure up to the national context in which 
it will be seen. If they select a pair of party 
hacks the race will have little meaning and the 
residents of the district will be the inevitable 
losers. 

These nominations will be tests for the two 
city committee chairmen, John J. Dwyer, Demo- 
crat, and Ancel A. Skaggs, Republican. They 
will be tests for the committee chairmen from 
the Eleventh District, Republican Frank A. Wes- 
ley of the Seventh Ward and Democrat Anton 
Sestric of the Eighth ward. They will be tests 
also for the 30 committeemen and committee- 
women of each party in the 15 wards wholly 
or partly within the Eleventh District. 

The Eleventh District contains good material. 
Let the nominating committees practice their 
belief in democracy by putting good material 
on the ballot. They are doing work ordinarily 
done by the people in a primary. Let them act 
in the people’s interest. 
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Speed at the Throttle 


Speeding appears to have been a cause of the 
horrible wreck on the Pennsylvania railroad at 
Woodbridge, N. J., whether or not it was the 
only cause. The engineer, Joseph H. Fitzsim- 
mons, is quoted by an assistant prosecutor as 
admitting he was running his train at a speed 
of 50 miles an hour when he hit the temporary 
wooden trestle on which it derailed. This was 
twice the prescribed limit. 

Willful violation of speed limits by the engi- 
neers of passenger trains has become alarmingly 
frequent. 

The worst of all these previous wrecks, in 
fact, was one on the Pennsylvania, so that it 
would be thought the engineers working for 
that company would have the peril of speeding 
burned into their minds. Twenty-four persons 
were killed when the: Pennsylvania’s “Red Ar- 
row” attempted a downgrade curve near Al- 
toona, Pa., at 65 miles an hour in spite of a 
speed limit of 35 miles an hour. 

Whatever other contributing causes of the 
Woodbridge disaster may be found, punishment 
should be meted out for them if it is possible, 
and steps should be taken to prevent their re- 
currence. A first priority should be given to 
determining whether Engineer Fitzsimmons was 
guilty of fast and reckless driving, and, if he 
was, to punishing him for it. 

Railroad operating men who take it upon 
themselves to pick and choose which rules they 
will obey and which they will ignore are not fit 
to be entrusted with the lives of passengers. 
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Universities in Home Defense 

A contribution to civil defense is being made 
by the New School for Social Research, in New 
York City. As a public service it is giving, at 
a nominal registration fee, a course entitled 
“Medical Aspects of Civilian Defense.” Guest 
lecturers are being drawn from New York 
University-Bellevue Medical Center, Brook- 
haven National Laborafory, and the New York 
State Psychiatric Institute. The medical schools 
of Washington and St. Louis Universities have 
undertaken much less ambitious projects for 
restricted audiences. Might they not now, in 
co-operation with the hospitals, consider a more 
comprehensive course for a wider audience 
similar to that being offered in New York?

Counsel to Be Rejected 


Muffled noises are emanating from Tokyo to 
the effect that it would be a great idea for the 
United States to put Chiang Kai-shek back in 
business on the Asiatic mainland. They are 
noises which should put the country on guard. 

The “informed sources” which tell the cor- 
respondents that Gen. MacArthur has made this 
suggestion to Washington are most probably 
located in MacArthur headquarters. So we fear 
that Washington may actually be receiving from 
Tokyo the same advice that is pressed upon it 
by the Chiang-firsters in this country—that what 
we need in Asia now is to arm Chiang’s troops 
and land them in Korea and in China. 

We hope and pray that the advice will be 
rejected. Marquis Childs recounted in Tues- 
day’s Post-Dispatch some of the costs of backing 
Chiang. China’s military strength on Formosa 
has evidently been exaggerated; his 500,000 men 
are under-trained, under-clothed and under- 
equipped. One Marine Corps general is quoted 
as saying there is no possibility of Chiang in- 
vading the mainland unless this country gives 
“100 per cent assistance logistically, as well as 
air cover and naval transport.” 


Thus Chiang, instead of being an asset, would — 


be a liability—still another source of drain on 
energies that should be reserved. for Europe. 
As some Washington officials believe, a great 
many of his troops would probably regard an 
invasion as a Heaven-sent opportunity of getting 
a free ride home, where they could happily join 
all the other Chiang troops who have deserted 
(with their American equipment) to the Com-

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munists. Some of those Chiang deserters’ are 
fighting Americans right now in Korea. Is it 
not a supreme folly to think of putting more in 
the same position? 


, 
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Now for a Fair Adjustment 


When thé switchmen began their railroad 
strike we said that they had a case but had 
chosen the worst possible way to make that 
case. Today they are in a much better position. 

The men are back at work in St. Louis. Only 
in Chicago do many switchmen: persist in re- 
porting “sick” with “tonsillitis’” and other imag- 
inary ailments, and this situation apparently 
will not last long. Leaders of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen indicate that the end of 
the wildcat walkout is in sight. 

It will be several days before full railroad 
operations are possible in some places, but the 
most important thing is the switchmen are 
giving up their defiance of the Government, 
which operates the railroad, and of the nation, 
which needs full railroad service as an artery 
for defense. 

Hence by their own speedy recuperation, 
which amounts to a recovery of good sense, the 
switchmen make it possible for themselves to 
go before the public, and to explain their side 
of the two-year-old dispute. Yesterday the 
Post-Dispatch printed an explanation by a union 
spokesman. 

The switchmen have had no pay rise for more 
than two years. Their wage rates have fallen 
behind those of many other skilled workers. In 
the meantime the railroads have had a number 
of rate increases. The switchmen think it only 
fair that they be placed on a 40-hour work week 
instead of working six or seven days a week 
without overtime. 

Men’ whose work is so important to the 
national economy must have access to the bar 
of public opinion, but by their unauthorized and 
dangerous walkout the switchmen closed the 
door on themselves. Now they are opening 
it again. Their long-standing grievances should 
have a quick and fair settlement. 
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A Churchman With Faith 


As the McCarthy madness brings out the 
worst in some Americans it elicits the best from 
others by way of answer. Consider the notable 
words of the Rev. Dr. A. Powell Davies, pastor 
of All Souls Unitarian Church in Washington, 
in his letter to School Superintendent Corning. 

Although “cleared” himself for speaking at 
a District of Columbia school convocation, the 
Rev. Davies denounced the craven practice of 
“submitting” names to the House Un-American 
Activities Committee for “approval.” In par- 
ticular he denounced the ban on Marquis W. 
Childs, national newspaper columnist: 

This is so preposterous an exclusion that 
it reduces your clearance: system—which 
already was bordering on the ridiculous to 
a complete absurdity. 

Mr. Childs is a forthright, vigorous and 
highly intelligent champion of American 
democracy. To doubt his patriotism is not 
merely fantastic. It is thoroughly alarming. 

The present cowardly hysteria, which the 
Communists have succeeded in producing in 
this country, is scoring victory after victory. 

How much further is this thing to go be- 
fore we call a halt, and find the courage to 
restore our democratic values? 


The question is one which every citizen should 
be asking while there still is time for it to be 
answered effectively on the side of democratic 
procedures. The Rev. Dr. Davies is a citizen 
with faith in the virtues which have made this 
country great. Surely the vast number of men 
and women are with him solidly. If they are 
let them demand that the madness is brought 
up short before more damage is done. 
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For a Real Sewer System 

The sewer system in the St. Louis area is 
really not a system but a crazy-quilt, and we 
hope the Legislature quickly approves the new 
bill to permit area-wide sewage development. 

A 1945 survey showed that of 34 St. Louis 
county sewer districts, only 23 were levying 
taxes and some had never built any sewers. 
More than 103,000 county residents were with- 
out public sewage facilities. The Planning 
Commission said-the storm and sanitary systems 
had been built in “piecemeal fashion.” And the 
city’s sewers were not only unable to support 
much more drainage from the county, but were 
inadequate for parts of the city itself. 

Present law restricts the multitude of sewer 
agencies—districts, cities, towns and villages— 
to operating sewers only within their boun- 
daries. There is no sound method of apportion- 
ing costs between interconnected systems, and 
St. Louis has complained of small fees paid for 
use of its sewers. 

Representative Howard Elliott's bill would ex- 
tend the authority of the political agencies to 
operate sewers, and permit them to share costs 
on a usage basis. It would not unify all these 
operating groups, but at least it would permit 
them to work together, with the assistance of 
the Bi-State Development Agency. 

The bill was prepared by both city and county 
representatives after years of confusion. It 
should become a franchise for a sewer system 
that is a system and not a patchwork. 
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Canada Does Its Part 

Especially for the benefit of those who are 
sometimes tempted to believe propaganda to the 
effect that the United States is bearing virtually 
the full cost of the defense of the West while 
our allies do nothing, we call attention to Can- 
ada’s current defense program. , 

The Dominion’s Minister of Defense, Brooke 
Claxton, has announced plans for the expendi- 
ture of five billion dollars in the next three 
years. This sum will provide, among other 
things, a 40-squadron air force of more than 
3000 of the most modern war planes. Of these, 

11 squadrons with about 800 jets will be as- 

signed to Gen. Eisenhower's forces in Europe. 

The number of vessels in the Canadian Navy 
is to be more than tripled. The Dominion is to 
build about one-fourth of a Canadiah-American 
radar warning system. An Army brigade of 
roughly 6000 men is to be sent to Europe while 
an enlarged force is maintained under arms in 
the Dominion. And so on. 

_ The overall expenditure will run to more than 
a quarter of Canada’s contributions to victory in 
World War II. The air force enlargement will 
bring Canada’s air arm almost up to its size dur- 
ing that war. Proportionately, the Canadian 
defense effort compares very favorably with 
those of France and Great Britain. . The contri- 
bution of Canada’s 14,000,000 people, of course, 
will be considerably eclipsed by the United 
States with a population more than 10 times as 
great and with far greater resources in virtually 
every field. ) Set’

and our other allies are doing their part. We

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Milk for 11 Cents a Quart 


The Mirror

Jim Lawson, bucking the trust, saves Akron consumers $3,000,000 
a year on their bills; they have responded by nearly doubling 
their consumption; business men can-do it in any city, he says, 
and improve the health of “millions of undernourished kids.”

In most United States cities milk costs 
from 18 to 25 cents a quart—and national 
consumption has been dwindling yearly 
until it is far below what health authori- 
ties say it should be. 

But in Akron, Ohio, milk sells for 11 
cents a quart, and consumption has been 
steadily increasing, so that now Akron 
does drink as much milk as nutritionists 
recommend—a quart a day for children 
and a pint for adults. 

The person chiefly responsible for this 
is a tough-fisted dairyman named James 
J. Lawson. 


Akronites responded to his offer of 
high-quality milk by nearly doubling their 
consumption. Law- 
son has been able to 
give consumers a 
low price by accept- 
ing a small profit 
per unit — and by 
marketing milk in 
gallon jugs at stores. 

In 1938, 90 per 
cent of all the milk 
Akron families drank 
was sold by two big X 
dealers, subsidiaries \\S Sa? AN 
of giant dairy corpo- ‘a 
rations whose oper- +} 
ations stretch from _ 
coast to coast. . 

About 20 smaller James J, Lawson 
dealers split the remaining 10 per cent. 
All were banded together in a local trade 
association dominated by the two behe- 
moths. 


Jim Lawson was irked by a system that 
forced the public to pay more than twice 
as.much for milk as the farmer received 
for it. 


“Don't Ship to Lawson” 


Competitors warned independent farm- 
ers, “Don’t ship any milk to Lawson: he’s 
bound to go broke, and where will that 
leave you?” For a time Jim was forced to 
import milk from as far away as Fort 
Wayne, Ind. Several of his trucks were 
tipped over and the milk dumped. His 
stores were repeatedly stench-bombed. 

The drivers’ union struck. But the 
strike failed. 

Leaflets were stuffed in Akron mail- 
boxes claiming that a Cleveland testing 
laboratory had found samples of Lawson’s 
milk to contain a high bacterial count and 
that it was therefore “impure.” 

During the war his opponents tried to 


persuade the War Production Board to 
outlaw the manufacture of galion jugs as 
a conservation measure. Jim reacted 
with characteristic vigor. 

Buying a page ad in the Akron Beacon- 
Journal, he asked his customers to write 
the WPB, saying what they thought of the 
proposal. 

The result was such a deluge of protests 
that the suggestion was dropped. 

Last autumn a fresh challenge was 
raised to Lawson’s method of doing busi- 
ness. Officials of the farmers’ co-operative 
petitioned the Department of Agriculture 
for a federal milk-marketing order for the 
Akron area. 

Such an order would exact a stiff fine 
from anyone who attempted to bring in 
milk from outside that area. 


2400 Angry Housewives 


A second effect would be to authorize a 
complex system of pricing the farmer's 
milk according to the use the dealer makes 
of it. 

Once again Lawson took the issue di- 
rectly to the people. In a series of signed 
newspaper ads he told them what was up. 

More than 2400 angry housewives 
penned protests to the Department of Ag- 
riculture and even to the White House. 

Two fifths of all the milk that Akron 
drinks now is supplied by Lawson. 

Lawson pays his suppliers the top mar- 
ket price—at times as much as 40 cents 
a hundredweight more than other Akron 
dealers paid. 


Lawson employes are paid prevailing 
wages or better. In addition they enjoy 
free hospital and medical insurance, a 
non-contributory ~~ pension system and in- 
formal profit-sharing. 

Lawson by adding a penny or two to 
his present prices could double or even 
quadruple his profits. 


“Other folks have always figured how 
much they could charge for milk,” he ob- 
serves mildly. “I’ve decided to keep on 
figuring how cheap I can sell it.” 

The effect of Lawson’s competition has 
been to save Akron families not less than 
$3,000,000 on their yearly milk bill. 

“Sooner or later,” says Jim confidently, 
“men of capital, courage and good will in 
every city of the country will take hold 
of this plan. When that happens, we'll 
witness a real revolution in the dairy in- 
dustry; and millions of kids who now are 
undernourished will get the milk they 
need for health.” 


The Earth Is Not the Poorer...”

James Stephens, the Irish poet who died 
recently in his London home, was the au- 


thor of one of the very few successful 
fairy stories for young and old in our 
time. Most people wil] continue to set aside 
his lyrics, delightful as they are, to return 
to a well remembered childhood fantasy, 
“The Crock of Gold.” 


“We are at the beginning of a new era 
(said Stephens early in this century) and 
who creates a new world must create a 
new art to express it.” But Stephens knew 
he was not the man for the job—he left 
the expression of time’s acceleration which 
he felt so keenly to his fellow countryman 
James Joyce. He wove instead an Irish 
fantasy of leprechauns and their lost crock 
of gold and philosophers with cantanker- 
ous wives—a world in which the pressure 
of time does not exist. 


“The bees are gathering honey in the 
sunlight, the midges dance together, and 


‘ the great bull belows across the river. The 


crow says a word to his brethren, and the 
wren snuggles her young in the hedge. 


. « « Come to us ye lovers of life and hap- 
piness. Hold out thy hand—a brother shall 


‘ 


seize it from afar.” This pantheistic call 
sums up Stephens. 

People who can create something nonre- 
ligious, nonmoral, noninstructive but en- 
tirely delightful are rare. But in Stephens’s 
world the philosophers progress not from 
evil to good but from reasoning to happi- 
ness—a most rare feat even in literature! 
And there’s not likely to be another like 
him, for if 1912 was the wrong time for 
Stephens how much worse is 1950 for a 
lesser man. 

Yet his policemen, leprechauns and time- 
shy philosophers will live for other gen- 
erations in spite of scientific progress and 
the growth of fear. Stephens himself told 
us why: “The earth is not the poorer for 
the lost leaves of yesteryear: nor, whatever 
he seems to lose, will man really suffer a 
deprivation. The earth and he—what they 
have they hold, and all their phases are 
normal.”

The Sense of Sin 


THE BEST OF HAWTHORNE, by Mark Van Doren, 
(New York, The Ronald Press Co., 436 pgs., $2.50.) 
During the mid-nineteenth century. 

when the official American philosophy of 
optimism was being developed by Emer- 
son, and adapted and abused by coarse 
minds, Melville and Hawthorne were view- 
ing life-in all its tragic complexity. 

It is to Hawthorne that this anthology 
is devoted—to Hawthorne, who until well 
into his maturity, could truthfully say that 
he was “one of America’s obscurest 
authors.” Obscure, no doubt, he was. And 
his obscurity was perhaps because—as Mr. 
Van Doren points out—‘“in a generation 
which dismissed the sense of sin as old 
fashioned—a children’s disease, Emerson 
called it—he made great romances out of 
nothing else. In an optimistic world he 
simply was not optimistic.” 

This anthology, well printed and attrac- 
tively bound, and edited with Mr, Van 
Doren’s usual scho- 
larly care and criti- 
cal ability, includes 
t he indispensable 
Hawthorne. ‘‘The 
Scarlet Letter,” 
which everyone 
knows, but which no 
one knows. well 
enough, is here as 
Hawthorne’s  undis- 
puted masterpiece. 
This great book, Mr. 
Van Doren observes, 
“is not pathetic, it 
does not make the 
reader weep. Rather 
it shakes him with 
the realization of great forces, equal in 
their momentum, as they struggle for 
victory.” One of these forces is Puritan- 
ism; the other is represented by Hester 
Prynne, the tragic heroine who is its 
worthy foe. 

Ten of Hawthorne’s shorter tales are 
reprinted. One of the most impressive is 
“Roger Malvin’s Burial,” a story so acute 
in its psychological insight that it seems 
written a hundred years before its time. 
There is the uncalled-for feeling of guilt, 
which produces the unnecessary lie—a lie 
which produces deeper guilt and which 
destroys a whole life. The story is intense 
and tragic, compressing in a few pages 
a lifetime of weakness, guilt and expiation, 
and all this in a frontier American settle- 
ment amid virgin forests of a sort which 
to most men of that day promised only 
adventure and ultimate riches. 


Mr. Van Doren has included a few nee 
from the “American Notebooks,” which 
show us the author talking to himself, and 
which therefore need to be better known 
to all those concerned with the q@aft of 
fiction. A specimen will show his remark- 
able anticipation of later fictional work: 


“To write a dream, which shall resemble 
the real course of a dream, with all its in- 
consistency, its eccentricities and aimless 
ness—with nevertheless a leading idea run- 
ning through the whole. Up to this old 
age of the world, no such thing has ever 
been written.” 

From such psychological awareness as 
this, from such conscious craftsmanship, 
serious American literature has developed. 
A century removed, we need still to turn 
to the fine works selected for this anthol- 
ogy. Hawthorne’s best, as Mr. Van Doren 
says, “is contemporary to any time that 
needs it, and all times will read it.”

U.N. UNIT FINISHES 
DRAFT OF TREATY 
ON PRESS FREEDOM 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Feb. 8 
(UP)—A United Nations commit- 
tee completed its work yesterday 
in rewriting a proppsed world 
treaty on freedom of information 
by adopting a 69-page report sum- 
marizing its tree-week labors. 

No vote was taken on the draft. 
The report, however. listed details 
of separate voting on the pream- 
ble and 19 articles. 

The United States argued 
against the draft on ground that 
it contained too many restrictions 
on freedom of information.

Miss Hill take the witness stand and give with the 
story of her gangland associates.

MISS HILL UNDOUBTEDLY will be subpenaed 
to appear at the climactic New York hearings of 
the Kefauver Committee, which will be held in the 
latter part of February, but observers believe that 
even if she appears, she will remain silent. 


(Miss Hill had been asked to appear at the Chi- 
cago hearings in December, but sent word through 
a physician that she was not in condition. She 
became a mother in October.) 

The former intimate of gangster big shots has 
lived an elusive life since the Kefauver Committee 
became interested in her. Even committee inves- 
tigators have had to deal with her through intere- 
mediaries. 

In Chicago the Kefauver Committee staff could 
communicate with Virginia only through Mrs. 
Jane Prignano, operator of a dress shop at 540 
North Michigan avenue. Mrs. Prignano is the 
widow of Al Prignano, the Illinois state legislator 
who was assassinated by mobsters some years ago. 

In New York, where Miss Hill is now in seclu- 
sion, the committee investigators have to filter 
their messages to the witness through a German 
who is associated with Miss Hill’s husband, Hauser. 


* * * 


FOR A GIRL with no visible means of support, 
Miss Hill has had a generous income over the 
years in which she was closely associated with 
notorious racketeers. 

In 1943, Miss Hill was reported to have had an 
income of $20,000; in 1944, $15,000; in 1945, 
$16,000; in 1946, $23,870, and in 1947, $16,000. 

The source of this income was explained only 
as “wagers.” , 

Whether Miss Hill’s warning to the underworld 
about her safety deposit box full of gang business 
is true, there is no question but that the woman 
is loaded with lodge secrets. 

Virginia was associated with “Bugsy” Siegel 
when he was killed in her Beverly Hills (Calif.) 
home in 1947, and the facts of his life would 
without doubt break the underworld wide open 
if they were told.

SIEGEL WAS IN the mob setup that launched 
the Trans-American News Service it 1946, in 
ap effort to monopolize the nation’s handbook 
business. He used his position with the wire 
service to muscle and exploit the operators of the 
legal casinos in Las Vegas, Nev. 

The events just prior to Siegel’s assassination 
suggest that he might have become difficult in 
the Capone mob’s adventure in wire service, and 
killed for the same reason that James M. Ragen 
of Continental Press was killed in Chicago a year 
earlier—for being out of step. 

After Siegel’s unhappy ending, Miss Hill lived 
in luxurious hotels in Paris and in Mexico City. 
In the latter city, she is known to have received 
bundles of $1000 bills via mail. 

She also has been a close friend of Allan Smiley, 
who was with Siegel when he was killed. Smiley 
is an unimportant mug, an alien long overdue for 
deportation, whose most important service for the 
mob to date has been to steer a sucker from 
Houston, an oil man, to the Beverly Club, operated 
outside New Orleans by Frank Costello, “Dandy 
Phil” Kastel, and Carlos Marcella, another alien 
gangster. The chump delivered by Smiley was 
taken for $150,000 at the Beverly Club gaming 
tables.

BEFORE TAKING UP with Siegel in California, 
Miss Hill served as a messenger for mobsters, 
carrying Jarge sums of cash between New York 
and Chicago, according to the Kefauver Com- 
mittee’s information. 

After the Siegel interlude, Miss Hill was seen 
much in the company of Joe Epstein, the Chicago 
betting commissioner. 

Miss Hill's comfortable income has apparently 
never stopped. She was a guest at the Sun Valley 
(Idaho) resort from Jan. 4 to Feb. 24, 1950, accord- 
ing to Kefauver Committee reports, and ran up a 
bill of $11,251 there, which she paid in $100 bills. 
It was during this visit that she met Hauser. 

Miss Hill was born in 1916 in Lipscond, Ala., 
went to school through the eighth grade, and went 
to Chicago in 1933, at the age of 17. She worked 
for some years as a waitress, and doutbless at- 
tracted the attention of some important hoodlums. 

By 1941 and 1942 she was making trips to New 
York. and became acquainted with Joe Adonis 
and Frank Costello, who introduced her to Siegel.

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Recipes to Relieve the Monotony of Serving Them Boiled, Mashed or Fried 


By Hoyt Alden 
CASE was called to my at- 
tention the other day of a 
man who had been brought 

up in a home where the only way 


they ever cooked a potato was: 


to mash it, There are homes 
like that. Sometimes they re- 
lieve the monotony by just boil- 
ing the potatoes and leaving them 
unmashed, but for the most part 
it’s just mashed potatoes, day in 
and day out. Anyway, this man 
was confronted with a dish of 
potatoes au gratin. He not only 
refused to believe they were po- 
tatoes, but he was frankly sus- 
picious of the whole thing and 
refused to have anything to do 
with it. Which just goes to show 
how conditioned our reflexes can 
get. 

It has been conservatively es- 
timated that there are some 300 


different ways in which to pre- 


pare and serve our friend the po- 
tato. This is going to come as an 
awful shock to the Little Wom- 
an, who had been going around 
for years under the impression 
that there were, at the most, 
three. Namely, mashed, broiled 
and fried. 

This state of affairs is an in- 
justice not only to husbands and 
families, but to the potato itself. 
It deserves a better fate, even if 
the dopes who are satisified with 
mashed potatoes every day of 
the year don’t. 

So, for the sake of the potato, 
and in the hope it will get a 
better break, here are some sug- 
gestions, for relieving the mon- 
otony. First, potato puffs: 

Start with a half cup of cream 
sauce. Heat it in a sauce pan and 
take it off the stove. Beat up a 
couple of egg volks and mix with 
the sauce and salt and pepper to 
taste. Stir it over the heat but 
don’t let it, boil. Add a dash of 
nutmeg and then two cups of 
sliced boiled potatoes. Stir in the 
potatoes. Now drop a spoonful at 
a time into deep hot fat and fry 
them until they’re golden brown. 
A mighty pleasant variation.

Place al- 
ternate layers of potatoes and 
onions in a buttered casserole 
until all are used. Season each 
layer with salt, pepper and dots 
of butter. The more butter the 
better.

Steps to Improve Memory

ITH obvious awe and admir- 
W ation, a friend of mine told 

me about a college professor 
who could remember the names 
of every one of a class of 50, 
after. the introductions on the 
first day. 


A good memory is an asset in 
every walk of life and important. 
to anyone who seeks to achieve 
charm. How can you hope to be 
a success in business or social life 
if you are always in a hazy, men- 
tal fog? With a poor memory you 
are living in a limbo where you 
never can be sure of anything, 
and some speedy training is 
necessary if you are to get back 
into the world of people with 
whom you want to associate. 


There are three natural laws of 
remembering. Practice them and 
you'll be amazed to discover how 
great your memory capacity is! 


1, Impression. *The_ stronger 
the impression any object, point 
or person makes on you, the 
greater your memory of it will be. 
You can increase the depth of 
any impression by concentration. 
Abraham Lincoln read his news- 
paper aloud so he could get two 
impressions, both the visual and 
the auditory. When you want to 
remember something, try to see it 
in your mind. A mental picture 
leaves a clearer, more lasting im- 
pression. 


2. Repetition: A frequent re- 
minder is better than one long 
session of repetition. If you sit 
down and try in one hour to 
memorize a list of names or dates 
by constant repetition, you may 
succeed. But if you repeat that 
list three times now, drop it, and 
then go back to it an hour later, 
you will retain it more accurately 
and more easily. 


3. Association. Association of 
ideas is one of the best keys to 


know the location of the missing 
honors. Thus, dummy’s and West’s 
own holding being what they 
were, the only justification for 
East’s double could be a long and 
strong club suit. So, although it 
is never comfortable to lead a 
singleton under such circum- 
stances, West made the club shift 


—and the outcome was a 2300- 


point penalty!

Observe the appearance 
of the stranger closely; then try 
to associate the name with the 
appearance. 

Put 
them to work. They'll save you 
from many an embarrassing stum- 
ble over something you should 
have remembered ... and make 
you feel mighty superior when 
you hear others resorting to that 
dull admission of vagueness, “It 
sounds familiar—but .. .”

Then 
you remember Ilsa Koch, for in- 
stance, and realize that people 
either become callous or they go 
mad, and that callousness is part 
of the instinct of self-preservation 
that is so deeply ingrained in all 
of us. 

This play should make many of 
us Americans more aware of the 
need for preserving our liberties 
and not giving up any one of 
them in the hope of being saved 
from Communism. Our only de- 
fense against Communism is to 
keep our freedoms.

THE OTHER DAY I received 
a pamphlet written by Stringfel- 
low Barr, the first part of which 
I think is well worth reading. It 
points out so clearly one of the 
truths we are likely to forget, 
namely, that even if we were 
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obliged to fight a war with Rus- 
sia and win that war, the real 
basic problem of our times would 
not. have been settled. That 
problem is a-problem of hungry 
people in the world—the many 
“have-nots” as opposed to the 
“haves.” 

Mr. Barr shows clearly that 
though military strength is a 
necessity to keep ‘the peace, it 
will do us little good unless we 
use the peace to give the people 
everywhere the hope of a better 
life. The last part of the pamph- 
let, in which a plea is made for 
world government, seems to me 
very weak and open to much 
criticism.

JUST TO TAKE one thing, Mr. 
Barr contends that we must put 
much more money into the devel- 
opment of the underdeveloped 
areas of the world. He wants this 
money to be directly available to 
the United Nations and not in 
gifts or grants from governments, 
but a direct contribution from 
the people through the buying of 
bonds. Voluntary contributions 
by governments are difficult 
enough to obtain, but when you 
set out to sell bonds to people 
you face a difficult problem. You 
might sell a few to those with a 
keen international sense, and I 
am quite sure our nation would 
be a big contributor but at the 
same time proving less generous 
than she is at present.

Truman's Second Term Senate Victory 


Deal With Hannegan for St. Louis Votes Swung Primary Election When Defeat Seemed Likely

HERE was plenty of fighting 

behind the scenes in the 1940 

Democratic primary in Mis- 
souri. If the Pendergast organ- 
ization was an uncertain quantity 
in Kansas City, ‘he organization 
of Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
and a policeman’s son named 
Robert E. Hannegan in St. Louis 
seemed to be increasing in power. 
If Tom Pendergast in prison and 
later on parole left a vacuum in 
Missouri politics, tuey were ready 
to fill it and, in terms of their 
willingness to take over the state 
capitol as well as the St. Louis 
city hall, they had launched the 
campaign of the talkative Larry 
McDaniel . for - governor. 

They wanted to win, and they 
were interested in trading for 
whatever remained of the big 
bloc of Juckson county votes 
which Pendergast had shoved 
onto the scales of state politics 
so long. Harry Truman seemed 
to have the inside track in trad- 
ing. Also, he had unexpected 
strength in southeast Missouri 
which went into the trading, too. 
It was, however, as the campaign 
proceeded, an uneasy bargaining. 

Truman’s opponents, Gov. Lloyd 
Stark and Maurice Milligan were, 
the Post-Dispatch reported in 
June “vying” for Dickmann’s aid. 
Apparently, indeed, the St. Louis 
men had some early bargain with 
Stark. After Hannegan’s death 
in 1949, the Post-Dispatch, in re- 
viewing his career, stated that 
“the Dickmann-Hannegan ma- 
chine had favored Stark, but 
made a last minute ‘election-eve 
switch to Truman.” That paper, 
which records the history of that 
city, raised the question: “Why 
did Hannegan send out word to 
ward bosses to drop Stark for 
Truman?” It added, “The answer 
is not known.”

NE of the stories, which Tru- 
man men tell, is that toward 
the end of the campaign Sen- 
ator Bennett Clark “got hold of 
Hannegan and lined up St. Louis 
committeemen for Truman.” 

Clark had been slow in moving. 
He and Truman got along very 
well in the Senate. Indeed, some- 
time before 1940, Truman had 
joined Tom Pendergast in sug- 
gesting Clark for President before 
Roosevelt had made up his mind 
on a third term. (Clark, in com- 
menting on their suggestion, had 
quoted a statement by Speaker 
Thomas B. Reed under similar cir- 
cumstances to his father: “Why, 
Champ, I think they might go 
farther and fare worse and | think 
they will.’’) 

In the early part of the 1940 
primary campaign, however, Clark 
was taking no part. One night 
Truman’s campaign chairman, Vic- 
tor Messall, was back in his own 
secretarial haunts in Washington, 
feeling desperately blue about the 
whole business. His stomach ul- 
cers kept him from taking a drink 
but in the Carroll Arms Hotel on 
Capitol Hill he ran into Bennett 
Clark who was under no such dis- 
ability. He asked Clark why he 
did not make some speeches for 
Truman. 

‘Why in hell should I make any 
speeches for him? He never made 
any for me.” 

The depressed Messall told 
Clark he was mistaken and that 
he could give the dates and 
places. They talked a while and 
then went up to Clark’s office in 
the Senate Office Building where 
Messall made no more progress. 
After a while Clark lay down on 
one of the Congress’ special black 
leather couches and went to sleep. 


- Messall went back to the Carroll 


Arms. There he ran into’ Senator 
Hatch. 

“My gosh,” said Hatch, “you 
look like you’ve lost your last 
friend.” 

Messall told him about his un- 
successful talk with Clark. Hatch 
took up where he had left off 
and came back with the declara- 
tion that Clark would speak for 
Truman, 

- “T had merely helped to 
straighten out a situation which 
was not generally - understood,” 
Hatch thought later. “Anyway, 
Vic was advised that Clark would 
publicly come to the support of 
Truman in that campaign which 
he did. I went out to Missouri in 
an effort to be of assistance to 
Truman. While in the state I 
found the prevailing sentiment to 
be that Truman practically had 
no chance. His friends were great- 
ly discouraged and his enemies 
were sure that Truman would 
finish last in the three-man cam- 
paign. But in 1940, as in 1948, 
Truman himself gave every evi-

dence of confidence.” 

There was not much to base it 
on. Clark did go to the Mayfair 
Hotel in St. Louis and, as Messall 
puts it, “called up everybody he 
knew in Missouri.” Undoubtedly 
Hannegan, as chairman of the St. 
Louis City Democratic Committee, 
was among them. Mayor Dick- 
mann seemed clearly committed 
to Stark. 

Dr. W. L. Brandon remembers 
speaking to Truman about both 
Dickmann and Hannegan in that 
campaign. 

“The so-and-sos,” Truman told 
him, “just want to be sure they 
are on the winning side.” 

Certainly, in the early days of 
the campaign, there was not much 
reason to think that that was the 
Truman side. Yet the Truman 
men seemed to be going for the 
St. Louis candidate, ‘McDaniel. 
Truman’s friend James Conran 
of New Madrid, remembers that 
he was astounded at the big cam- 
paign kick-off at Sedalia to hear 
the Truman people’ shouting, 
“Hurrah for McDaniel” without, 
he was sure, getting a return 
pledge from the St. Louis people 
to take Trumdh. 

“It was necessary,” he says, “to 
start a quiet movement over the 
state to hold back on McDaniel 
indorsements until St. Louis came 
out for Truman. 

“All this time we were con- 
tacting other political figures in 
St. Louis to get the word to 
Hannegan that southeast Missouri 
would ditch McDaniel if St. Louis 
was not going for Truman. Mc- 
Daniel gave us hell over that, 
but we stood our ground. Then 
we started the move over the 
state to keep, calling St. Louis 
with like statements. 

“Senator Bennett Clark was in 
on all these moves. He finally 
ended up in a hospital and we 
continued to push him even there 
and he kept his telephone busy. 
I finally contacted James Waech- 
ter of St. Louis, who had been 
helping us get our position over 
to Hannegan, within a few days 
of election day, and told him we 
couldn’t wait any longer. If Han- 
negan was going with Stark we 
were ready to start our campaign 
against McDaniel.

é6 ANNEGAN telephoned me 
H ister that day and said he 
was going for Truman and 


‘would slate him in his ward. He 


followed this with an announce- 
ment in the papers just a day or 
so before the election. We were 
later informed that he and Dick- 
mann had a conference,and de- 
cided something had to done. 
They agreed that Hannegan 
would make his move for Tru- 
man and Dickmann would stay 
with Stark—which is exactly what 
they did.” 

Even that apparently final 
agreement, however, seemed 
shaky. At the other side of the 
state, Truman’s friend, Roger 
Sermon, who thought they had a 
clear agreement by that time with 
the St. Louis leaders, was badly 


frightened and fighting mad. 


“A day before the election,” he 
told me, “Gene Gualdoni (a ward 
leader in St. Louis) called me up 
and told me that Dickmann and 
Hannegan were selling Truman 
out in St. Louis. I called Dick- 
mann and asked him about the 
agreement on Truman and Mc- 
Daniel. I told him that I was 
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By Jo Fischer | 
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starting then to call every friend 
of Truman’s and tell them to 
switch from -McDaniel to Mce- 
Reynolds.” 

McReynolds was the second 
man in the race for Governor as 
it turned out in the primary and 
was then blowing very hot on 
the back of McDaniel’s neck. 

“It was not-long,” Sermon con- 
tinued, “before Larry McDaniel 
called me, ‘What’s going on?’ And 
I said, ‘That’s what I want to 
know. We made a solemn agree- 
ment. I understand it’s not_be- 
ing carried out and were calling 
Truman’s friends to let them 
know.’ He cussed and fumed but 
he agreed to get every ward lead- 
er in St. Louis together. I told 
him, ‘There’s no time to check. 
Do I have your word of honor as 
a gentleman?’ He agreed and later 
called back and told me that 14 
wards would go for Truman, 
eight for Stark, and that six wefe 
not committed. He gave me his 
word of honor that that was the 
way it was going to be.”

T turned out about that way. 
| Pouiticians could count the vote 

in advance in St. Louis almost 
as well as once they had been able 
to do in Kansas City. Truman Ccar- 
ried St. Louis by 8411 votes and 
that covered his whole victory as 
the margin in the state amounted 
to only 7976. In later years, that 
last-minute switch to Truman Car- 
ried Hannegan to the National 
Chairmanship of the Democratic 
Party and carried him there at a 


time when he and Dickmann had™ 


completely lost out in the state. 
Perhaps Truman was not wor- 

ried in that primary campaign. 

Throughout that intra-party fight, 


as in the presidential election of 
1948, he gave the impression of 
being the only Truman man who 
was not worried. Certainly, how- 
ever, the primary campaign came 
to its concluding days with little 
hope around Truman. Sermon 
says that Messall kept calling him 
from Sedalia on election night 
almost ready to concede. Gov: 
Stark had his friends gathered 
with him at the Governor’s Man- 
sion ready for celebration, but at 
4 o’clock in the morning they went 
home. 

“IT went to bed defeated,” Tru- 
man said. ‘“‘I went straight to 
sleep but in the middle of the 
night a fellow from St. Louis 
called me up to congratulate me. 
I told him to stop bothering me. 
He said, ‘The Post-Dispatch says 
that you are ahead and gaining.’” 

Shortly before he died, Sermon 
told a story of a Truman that 
next day who looked jike a man 
who had gone through a sausage 
mill. He was, Sermon said, de- 
pressed all day long until news 
finally came late in the afternoon 
at the cabin of a friend on Lake 
Lotawana near Independence. 

“Then I saw him begin to nod, 
finally relax. He was perfectly 
worn out. I took him home to 
sleep. He was supposed to fly 
back to Washington on important 
business the next morning at 
nine.” 

Neither Truman nor any of his 
other friends recall any such day 
of despair. It was, indeed, a day 
on which the news got better and 
better. But there was plenty of 
work still ahead. Furthermore, 


Seen The sheriff foreclosed on 
the mortgage held by Jackson 
County, filing the deed on Aug. 
22, 1940. They had to find a house 
for old Martha Ellen and Mary 
Jane. Truman’s mother broke her 
leg in the new house. 

Certainly that year Truman 
looked at triumphs and disaster. 
He was Democratic nominee for 
the United States Senate and a 
man too poor to save his mother's 
house.* Also, midway between his 
nomination and his election, when 
he was being denounted as unfit 
for public office, he was chosen 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
of the Masons of Missouri. It was 
a crowded year. Even the Scottish 
Rite Temple in St. Louis must 
have seemed particularly crowded 
in the general election campaign 
when his induction as Grand Mas- 
ter emphasized his brotherhood 
with Forrest C.. Donnell, Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor 
that year who was later to be 
Grand Master, too.

Truman had first been put in 
the line of Masonic offices in the 
state by a Mason who was also 
an active Republican. Later in the 
bitter politics of Missouri there 
had been an almost unprecedented 
fight on Truman in his supposed- 
ly automatic movement through 
the various chairs of the Grand 
Lodge. 

Some Republicans in the fra- 
ternity from east and north Mis- 
souri- had opposed him unex- 
pectedly. They did not succeed, 
but their action hurt him. He had 
moved forward beyond that fight 
in the Grand Lodge. Donnell was 
engaged in no such fight against 
him in 1940, but he was, as an 
energetic Republican, bearing 
down hard on Truman with the 
anti-Pendergast. line.

Cooking Good Pot Roast 
By Edith M. Barber . - | 


HERE was a time when some 
T of us, not all, however, looked 

upon a pot roast rather scorn- 
fully. How many times I’ve heard 
men say that they wanted their 
beef or lamb roasted without any 
fixin’s. While we all like well 
roasted meat, browned on the out- 
side and juicy in the center, few 
of us can afford for every day 
consumption the tender cuts that 
are needed. 

Actually, there is nothing bet- 
ter than a good pot roast, but it 
does mean careful preparation 
and expert seasoning. It also 
takes some time so that we must 
plan in advance. A really good 
pot roast is nothing that you can 
use for a quick meal, even if you 
use a pressure cooker. I prefer 
to use either a heavy pan on top 
of the stove or a covered pan in 
the oven. Smaller pieces of meat 
may be done more satisfactorily 
with the aid of a pressure cooker 
and then you will have what we 
usually call stew. 

Marinating meat in vinegar or in 
wine which may be mixed, if you 
like, with salad oil, for some time 
will help to make a tougher piece 
of meat more tender. The most 
famous pot roast of this sort is 
known as sauerbraten and it will 
have a wonderful flavor if sea- 
sonings are added to the vinegar 
and water while it is soaking. 
Flavor is also added by browning 
all sides in hot fat before cooking 
begins. In real sauerbraten, gin- 
gersnaps are used to thicken the 
sauce but a paste of flour mixed 
with water may replace these if 


you like. In this case, a little pow- 


dered ginger should be added to 
the flour. The amount of flour 
will depend upon the amount of 
liquid that remains at the end of 
simmering. The average amount 
will be three tablespoons mixed 
to a paste with cold water, a little 
powdered ginger and a little 
sugar. 

Another favorite meat dish of 
mine, “Lamb with Dill,” is in the 
stew class but so much better 
than what we usually call stew 
that I like to give it a special 
title. This recipe can be started, 
if you like, in a pressure cooker. 
The water should be reduced to 
two cups and the meat should be 
cooked 20 minutes at 15 pounds 
pressure. 

Sauerbraten. | 

Four pounds rump or round 
beef. one pint vifiegar, water, four 
bay leaves, 12 cloves, 12 pepper- 
corns, flour, salt, pepper, allspice, 
one bunch carrots, sliced, 12 small 
onion, 12 gingersnaps, one table- 
spoon sugar 

Select meat with layer of fat.

Wipe meat with cloth. Add vin- 
egar and enough water to cover 
meat completely. Add bay leaves, 
cloves, and peppercorns, and put 
in refrigerator for 3 days. Drain 
and reserve liquid. Rub meat with 
seasoned flour. Brown on all sides 
in hot drippings in heavy frying 
pan or kettle. Add sliced carrots 
and onions and 2 cups of the 
spiced vinegar. Cover and cook 
over low heat about 2 hours, until 
meat is tender. Crumble ginger- 
snaps and add with sugar to 
liquid around meat. Cook 10 min-
